Blowing Ms)^p-n^ Trimipet- 

The junior member for this city in 
the HouBo of Commons is no ordinary 
man. Ho is eviclcnlly allo^clher free 
from tliOHO little liuniau intiiinitiori 
whicli rentrain most ordinary mortals 
from indu]i,n,n{f in a pi'ftctice vulgaily 
called "blowing one's own trumpet." 
In an Ottawa jxiper of equivocal repu- 
tation, on the 23rd of April last, in an 
article urging the claims of tbo Pacific 
Province to aseat in the Dnmiuion Par- 
liamont.ho described himself as posscs- 
ing 'in a greater degree than other mem- 
bers of tlie Goverumout. oxcuptin^' Sir 
JohnMacdonald,' tliosoijualitics which 
iitamanto bo a Cabinet Minister! At 
a later period, in order that there mig-lit 
be no mistake about tlio matter, he 
was deabribed iu his own paper as 'head 
and shotulders above his colleagues' in 
all those accomplishments which go to 
makeup the statesman! Later still, 
the public were told through the same 
medium that he had done more furtlic 
country at Ottawa than all the other 
members of the delegation put to- 
gether! Oh Tuesday last he wrote an 
article about himself in his own paper, 
which must have made ]\Iodosty shrink 
into her very slioes. Ah an example 
of genuine egotism and fatuous sclf- 
glorihcation, it is without a jjarallel in 
the history of journalism. There is no 
mincing of matters this time. In plain 
Anglo-Saxon, he sets himself forward 
as the sole repository and possessor nf 
those qualities, virtues, ac(^jiiiplisli- 
meut'S and claims which outith; a re- 
presentative of this Province to as])ire 
to a seat in the Dominion Cabinet. He 
had done more .for tius country than 
allothetmen and influences combined. 
He possessed the confidence of the 
coiuntry to a greater extent than all the 
other members together, — ami, tower- 
ing away above them all in jxinit of 
ability, who but he could possibly be 
thought 'of: for a single moment as 
British Columbia's representative in 
the Federal Cabinet? Giving this 'na- 
tion-maker' the full benefit of the re- 
freshingly modest assumption respect- 
ing himself, it occurs to one to ask how 
it comes that he has not made his way 
into the Cabinet? ' How is it that sucli 
trancendant abilities, claims, and mer- 
its have mot with neither recognition 
nor reward at Ottawn V As he himself 
puts it with a degree of "naiv(;te" cpiito 
amu.sing, '"It is very much to be re- 
gretted, but Mr. DeCosmos is not t<j 
blame therefpr," When told that 
his8<|uln^was'°his misfortune, not his 
fault, the coarse fellow, with ready 
satire, ' ■ retorted, "No, it isn't; 
it's )'our confounded liigiioraiicc!l" 
It is not ^Ir. DeCosnio.s that is 
to blame for Britisli Coluiuliia being un- 
reprosented in tin.' Dominion Cabinet. It 
is all owing to till! "confounded higno- 
rance" of others in not appreciating hi.i 
worth and ^acknowledging his right to be 
their leader and head. "That's what's the 
matter." He acknowledges that uli the 
other nioiubur.s of the delo^^atioi! if^'iion.' 
his i)rcteusions. That is, indeed, nn iiwk- 
ward ndniission, indicating, as it does, an 
absence of a primary qualiticatimi on his 
part. But, then, that isn't Lis fault. It's 
their "confounded liignorance" in failing 
to recognise in hltn tlie Inchest qualiti(>s 
of statecraft personified. And, in truth, 
his colleagues must be aufully stupid not 
to have discovered this man's rare politi- 
cal abilities, notwithatandin^,' ttid ojjpDr- 
tunities aflfordod by two sessions at Otta- 
wa, to say nothing at all al)out fourteen 
years' experionoo of him hero. It is a 
ahame and disgrace, so it is, for Britisli 
Columliia to be represeiiti'.l by su('li stu- 
pid, uiiapprOL'iative, uuinana^^'cabli! mull's , 
and their constituents shouhl at once call 
upon them to resign, in order that their 
places may be filled by men capable of 
reoog^niBing and meekly folio wing a great 
statesman when they see him. 



The Land Office. 

At the famous Saaiiicli inoetiiig, 
where the Ministry were coudeinneii 
and the Premier and his second Lieu- 
tenant placed 'hors de combat,' the 
Chief Commissioner described the 
condition in which he found the Land 
Office HA' something disgraceful. It 
was, he said, impossible to make either 
head or tail of it. But now it has been 
rectified, and ever^ tiling is in apple- 
pie order, and, said .Mr. Pfaveii, "I 
have done it !" He (lescrilied llic con- 
dition of the Provincial yecrotary's 
Depaxtment as scarcely better, when 
ho and his colleagues took office. 
Even if these allegations werotrun, com- 
mon d(!ceney siiould iiave restrainod tlio 
egotistical prattle of the Chief Cominis 
sioner, more e8])eciully when, as in this 
inBtanc'e,lie was the fricml and tiiick-anJ- 
thin supporter of the lato Ministry and 
tlio tji^u head of the Dopartmcnt lio most 
denounced is his present (•olleajjuc. As 
Mr. Bnnster deftly put it, if tii.i.s- thing's 
bo so, tlic public may iiua;<iiie tlm condi- 
tion in which the .•Vltornoy-Generars 
Department must bo now; for it is presi- 
ded over by the same person who is said 
to have created such confusion in tlio 
Land Oflicc. But there i.s not, civon the 
rodoeiniiig (piality of trutli about tlicKe 
tuost unusual and indelicate roiiiaks-. That 
the Land Oliice was in a stat(! of ooiifii- 
Bion when tliopresontlVliniKtry took.oilico, 
we are' riot unprepared to Ijolieve; buttliat 
it has ur^dergono any iiniuovement at the 
. hand* of ^tho present iiicumljont, wo do 
not p^Uere, Indeed, it is notoriously 
th« rovergo. Probably at no period in it's 
hi.story has that imi)ortant Depiirlineiit 
been iu a worse condition. Never before 
hod it a head loss capable of mastering 
the *SjBiUla'/ Tlie'' very ACinister upon 
whom tlio Chief Commissioner has thus 
cast a slur w the most ofllcient momher of 
the presfliit Cabinet, and it was a pi<*<!e of 
impertiiHiiit eKotisin wlioily iiK^xeiisable 
iu a Jlinister f(n' tlie Ciiiof Conmiiflsionor 
tosav what ho did. Iti.s no more tliau just 
to Mr. Beav -n— and wo desire to bo Just 
•r-tomenti,oiiti)(tt,when''80 nicely oomared 



a slur uijon his nre 

and endeavored to wriggli) out of tho 
corner by saying, "I think Mr. Walkem 
did tho best he could; but .the bad man- 
agement had gone on for iS' years under 
Triitch, Pearso and others." ]3ut the 
meeting declined to acei'iit a discliunier 
which, even if true, didn't iiu'ikI iiintters 
much. .-Xs lor the Provincial S(!eri>tavY's 
Departmoiit, there need bi' no hi\sitation 
in assorting that it is in lui iiillaitoly worse 
condition now than it was twelve 
months ago; for it is well known tluit its 
present head only sparoK enough of time 
from "physic" and "hmd-jiunping" toafli.'c 
his autograpli to such (lociuuents as are 
j)rej)ared by his Ue|)utY. That is what 
the country gets for bis S'i.'i"" '. The 
present Ministry needn't think, to make 
capital by traducing their predecessors. 
Suidi a course is as undignilied as it is 
ntui--ii il, besides being wholly iiuwiirrant- 
od bv facts.

Part of the wreck of the ship 'Patrician,' 
wrecked iu February on the tail of tho 
Four-fathom Bank, otrtlieoutrancQ to San 
Francisco Bay, has Ijoen found, and its 
]>osition determined by Mr. Ferdinand 
Westdahl, Aid U. S. 0. S., and this danger 
to navigation is made known by authority 
of Professor Peirce. This part of the 
wreck lies on tho F\)ur-fathom Bank in 
the position determined on th(i fifth of 
March, before the wreck broke in two. At 
low water, two spars, aijparentl^' the main 
and uiizou masts, showed about two feet 
above tho surface of the water in the 
trough of tho sea, around tho wreck tho 
dt-pt h of water is -l '4 fathoniH.

WHEREAS i(. is cxpecliont for tho oood <,rovomiiicnt of the City of 
Victoria, B. C.,, Lo iunko provisions for the couatructiou, niiiin- 
tainnuce, antL.irepairs of . Streets within tho Oitj' limits, and the 
regulation of the pulolic ti-ftffic thereon. 

■ ■ ;Be it therefore enacted hy tho jMuiiicipal Council of the City of Vic- 
tol'ia, as follows :
